In Angler’s Mind Than Hand m 


fish, discovered the secret of 
weight-lessness long before as~ 
tronauts made the discovery. In= 
deed, fossil evidence hints that the 
organ which makes fish weight- 
less = the air bladder - may have 
evolved into the lung that enabled 
animals to leave the water and 
populate dry land, 

But, enough of philosophy = let’s 
get back to a two-=pound trout 
struggling on a 5X nylon leader 
no thicker than a human hair, One 
of the reasons the trout so seldom 
wins the tussle against a leader 
that would break under a quarter= 
pound pull is the fact that thetrout 
is weightless, The angler cannot 
lift the fish from the water on the 
light leader, The leader would 
break before the fish was lifted 
halfway out of the water, 

The advantage of the light leader 
lies in fooling the trout by conceal- 
ing the fact the fishing fly is con=- 
nected to a line, But, to land a fish 
on an extremely light leader, the 
angler must either lift it in 
a landing net or seize it by the 


Although a trout always weighs 
more in the fisherman’s mind than 
it does on the scales, it weighs 
nothing at all in the water,

Air occupies five to seven per 
cent of a trout’s body volume, If 
the air-to-volume ratio dropped 
below that range, the trout would 
sink or would be forced to swim 
vigorously and continuously to keep 
off the bottom, Should the volume 
increase above the ratio, the trout 
would tend to rise toward the sur= 
face, It would expend energy main= 
taining a position below the 
surface, 

Those who have watched a trout 
lazily fanning its fins as it hangs 
motionless in a pool well may say: 
“But a trout does swim all the 


time!””

Massachusetts has been and is generous with its 
veterans, more generous perhaps than most red blooded 
Americans expect her to be in providing compensation for 
the fulfilling of a citizen’s natural obligation to his 
country. 

But recognition of a man’s sacrifice for freedom and 
the community’s continuing responsibility for any long 
range problems that he and his family encounter because 
of this sacrifice have long been accepted as just. We 
cannot equate this senseofresponsibility, however, with 
the feeling that some have apparently felt in the past for 
helping to finance the preservation of comradeship. 


Veterans’ organizations, through their various divisions, 
do a great deal of good that is seldom widely publicized. 
And they work untiringly to foster patriotism in a country 
where it has become somewhat unfashionable to display 
national sentiment. 

But they are, as well, powerful lobbies with interests 
to serve that are self motivated. 

There is no sound reason why public funds should be 
used to provide meeting space for any such private or- 
ganization — except that in Massachusetts the state 
legislature has made it permissively legal for communi- 
ties to do so in the case of veterans’ groups. 

The suggestion was made last week that the selectmen 
appoint a committee to consider acquisition of a site for 
a building that would get the American Legion, VFW and 
DAV meeting under one roof. 

This proposal opens the door for a thorough re-examina- 
tion of the whole subject of rent subsidization and raises 
two further significant questions. If a site is found, who 
is to pay for it? And who is to build the building en- 
visioned? The town? 

It is a topic that invites open discussion. 


The Hill 


The school building committee and the town manager 
have reaffirmed their determination that “‘The Hill’’, that 
mound of ledge that is now the focal point of a con- 
troversy, shall remain as part of the site for the new high 
school. 

In attempting to circumvent the authority and responsi- 
bility of the building committee and the manager’s office 
by involving the Board of Selectmen in the argument, the 
school board majority brought politics into a matter that 
should be, and was some months ago, settled on the basis 
of practical economics. Fortunately, it was a move that 
backfired. 

If any move is made to schedule a special town meeting 
for appropriation of $65,000 or so for removal of the hill, 
it is clear now that it will be up to the School Committee 
to initiate it, document the need for it and sell it to the 
people. 

That is as it should be.

Works Of Henri Matisse 


At Museum Of Fine Arts 


A dozen years have passed since 
Henri Matisse died at the age of 
84, The first comprehensive re= 
trospective of his works since his 
death will be on view at the Museum 
of Fine Arts, Boston, from Thurs= 
day, May 5, through Sunday, July 3. 

The *‘Henri Matisse Retrospec= 
tive,’” so extensive that it will 
hang in all Special Exhibition Gal- 
leries (AA, BB, and DD), the Stair 
Gallery, and several Print Gale 
leries, is unprecedented in quality 
as well as scope, Featuring 354 
works - 92 major paintings, 47 
bronzes, 83 drawings, 124 graphic 
works, cut paper collages, and
